bc^ iasnlt upon injury, they take 
this very money, amassed by means 
of this extortion, and with it corrupt 
our political life itself, thus strang¬ 
ling the people at the very point 
where they are supposed to have their 
greatest safeguard. 

"The life insurance business, as at 
present conducted, it simply another 
form of private graft. We people 
liare to pay the bills. Every added 
item of expense, every excessivy 
salary, corruption fund or "yellow 
dog" fund is loaded onto the backs 
of the iieople who are robbed to just 
that extent of privileges that rigbt- 
lully belong to them. 

"5. Other considerations. 

“VVe have already introduced this 
idea oi aeddent and old-age insur¬ 
ance in this rmmtry to a small de¬ 
gree.

The following is taken from the 
address to tlie jury by Clarence 
S. Darrmv of Chicago in the trial 
of Steve .Adams, at Wallace, Idaho, 
a trial that was preliminary to the 
Moyef -1 fay wood case. Adams was 
arrcsteil for the alleged killing of a 
claim jumper named Tyler, in a 
contest with residents of a certain 
district whose land was wanted by a 
big corporation. In the tr'ial Adams 
showed that tie was miles away at 
the time, and the jury faileil to con¬ 
vict. His trial was pushed by the 
state so as to discredit him as a 
witness for Moyer-Haywood. He 
is expected to testify in the Hay¬ 
wood case tliat a false confession 
was extorted from him while in 
jail, which was intended to be used 
to boltster np the "confesskm” of 
Harry Orchard, on whose testi¬ 
mony Moyer. Haywood and Petti- 
bone were arrested and kidnaped. 
Among otlier things, Mr. Darrow 
said: 

"Mr. Knight, in opening tins 
case, has told this jury that in 
many res{>ects it is a remarkable 
case. It is remarkable. In some 
ways I never heard, and I never 
read of a case like this. He has 
told you that able counsel have 
come here from other states and 
other cities to defend this conunon 
working man. It is not for me to 
say, nor for kir. Richardson to say, 
whether counsel from other states 
are able counsel or not But it it 
true, and I have no wish to denv it, 
tliat I ca'me -jjxx) miles to defend 
this case, and Mr. Richardson 1,500 
miles for the sake of nuking a de¬ 
fense for a man who could not pos¬ 
sibly pay either one of us for the 
services we render, according to the 
standard that lawyers ordinarily set 
for their services. I do not mean to 
disguise the fact. 1 do not believe 
I cduld if I would. I do not pro¬ 
pose to be like tlut bird who shoves 
nU Itead into the san<t and thhiks 
nobody can see his body; because I 
know you gentlemen understand it. 
I am willing to concede the tnrth 
of every word that Mr. Knight has 
stated upon this proposition. Much 
jas I love justice, much as 1 hate to 
' sec puoishment of any sort, I have 
not the time nor the ability, even if 
I had tlie inclination, to go up and 
down this land and defend evfry 
poor man charged with crime 
throughout the length and breadth 
of the United Stales; and that is not 
the reason I am here; gladiv would 
I do it if I could, and if I had the 
power and the time and the means. 
That is not the reason I am here, 
and that is not the reason that 
Riclurdson is here. Mr. Knight 
speaks truly—I have no desire 10 
conceal it—when he says that back 
of this nun are the fun^ of a great 
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organization, the i^ni.-ill contribu¬ 
tions of thousands of w.irking men 
to give him a better defense tlun 
the ordinary poor nun placed on 
triakin the courts of this country, 
with his life in da:igcr from tlie 
law, could have. 

“There are hnnluds of men 
throughout theJenptli and breadth 
of the l^nd, men wh' know no trade 
but work, men who get itieir small 
means by the sweat i*f their brow, 
who in some unfonunate moment 
fall into the cliitcl:' s of the law, 
and are tried, comir imcd and ex¬ 
ecuted almost wltli'^iit defense, be¬ 
cause witKoiit mean- .And if it had 
Ijcen tlut Steve Ailains must rely 
upon himself alone, if he had had 
no relatives and no friends to speak 
for him or help him in his cause, 
he might have been like the rest 

“It is true, that a 

CTeat effort has bci n made to de¬ 
fend him. It is true that I have 
been willing to leave my other af¬ 
fairs to come 3,000 miles into this 
little town, in the midst of these 
mountains, among unfamiliar peo¬ 
ple, and a jury that I am not ac¬ 
customed to, for the sake 01 looking 
after his case; and Mr. Riclurdson 
has done the same. Hut that is not 
all; not only have we come here to 
give such aid, with such ability as 
we have in his defense, but the 
state of Idaho never yet prosecuted 
a man as it is prosecuting this poor, 
unimportant, alm<>-i nameless la¬ 
borer: and they have shoved aside 
Shoshone county and its officers. 
They have employed as iniicli ability 
as they could gef VKally, and they 
have gone to the capital of the style 
and employed as great a lawyer as 
there is in the stale of Idaho, to ask 
for his blood. They have done 
morg than that—the state of Colo¬ 
rado has been called !i|K)n.an<l months 
of the time of the greatest detective 
of the west have heim given to bring 
liim to the gallows; They have 
gone to the slate ,9! Washington 
and brought anoth,*r, and used his 
time without stintsAw the same put- 
pose, and they teve' jpone to the 
.state of Colorado and brought tiere 
the adjutant general of the state 
and one of the head officers of th- 
Mine Owners' ass<iciation, and 
brourtt his influence and his power 
and his money inti) this court to 
Irelp convict this nuin. 

"It is a rrmarkalile case; it is un¬ 
precedented in the uniials of crim- 
itu! prosecution. 1 do not need to 
tell this jury that there is not a man 
in this courtroom who really cares 
!o take Steve Adams' life. It is 
not for him. an huiuhic. almost un¬ 
known workman, tlut all the ma¬ 
chinery of the state lus Ix-en het in 
motion, and all the mines and the 
•nine ow;nets of the west have been 
.-ailed to their aid. .Vot that. It is 
because hack of all this, and beyond 
md over it all, there is a great issue 
of which this ia but the beginning, 
because, beyond tlii- case, and o.ut- 
tide o fthis oOMitrivim, and out in 
die great world, is a great fight, a 
ight between capital and labor, of 
which this is but a iiunifcstation up 
here in the wood- and the hills. 
You know it, I fcaoiv it. They kmow 
it.
